|ing inquiry to confirm the discovery. 
Parts of Sable island have been 
| washed away at various periods only 
to be cast up again at other points 
further out to sea and doubtless the 
new island was formed in this way.

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BURY MINERS’ BODIES 
FROM DAWSON OISASTER 


132 Bodies Have Been Recov- 


ered, but Are in a Terrible 
Condition 


(By Associated Press.) 

DAWSON, N. M., Oct. 27.—By noon 
today 132 of the victims of the Stag 
Canon mine No. 2 disaster had been 
buried. The major portion of the bodies 
now being recovered are in such condi- 
tion that they cannot be shipped or laid 
out in the morgue for public funeral 
service, as was done with the first two 
score. Health oMcers are vigilant to 
see that the sanitation of the town is 
not impaired. Rescue men who bring 
the bodies from the mine are subject to 
disinfectants after each trip. Bodies are 
taken ot the cemetery directly from the 
temporary morgue at the mine, and if 
identification is possible members of the 
dead miners’ families are not permitted 
to view them. 

Danger from fire passed last night, 
when air currents were directed into 
every room of the workings and no 
smolders were found. 

Government mine experts will remain 
here two or three weeks in an effort to 
determine positively the cause and the 
nature of the disaster. 

The Red Cross, Salvation Army and 
the Stag Canon Fuel company at once 
will begin efforts to arrange affairs of 
the dead miners’ familles.

The End. of the Commerce Court. 


There is little regret and much satisfaction that 
the Commerce Court has been abolished; Created by 
Congress three years ago on the earnést recommenda- 
tion of President Taft, this Court was expected to 
supplement and reinforce the great service of theIn- 
terstate Commerce Commission. Its conduct was disap- 
pointing, however, from the outset. Far from aiding, 
{t embarrassed the Commission's work and evidenced 
a really partisan sympathy with special interests 
against public rights. 

Several important rulings of the Gommission were 
-lightly set aside by the Commerce Court, although they 
had to do with questions of fact which were not 
within the latter's province. Its attitude was per- 
sistently obstructive and reactionary. Shippers soon 
realized that they could expect scant consideration at 
the hands of this tribunal and Congress realized that 
its purpose in creating the*court was hot being” 
fulfilled. 

Conditions slipped from bad to worse until finally 
the Archbald scandal precipitatea a vigorous move- 
ment for the court’: abolishment.. Following the im- 
peachment and remoyal of Judge Archbald, Congress 
yoted twice that the court be put out of existence but 
both bills were vetoed by Mr. Taft. Last week a 
third bill to the same effect was passed and it has 
been signed by President Wilson. On December the 
thirty-first the Commerce Court “will cease to be. 

Whether the difficulty lay in the personnel of this 
court or elsewhere in its construction, it proved to 
be useless and, worse than‘ that, a serious drawback 
to the just and efficient administration of interstate 
commerce law, Congress has rendered good service 
in removing this impediment from the Commission's 
path.

As Mexico Now Stands. . 
Barly returns from the election held: yesterday in 

Mexico indicate that not enough ballots were cast to 

constitute a legal choice for the Presidency. 

In the capital district, where some eighty thou- 
sand persons are eligible to vote, fewer than ten 
thousand, it is said; went to the polls, In other dis- 
triets, further removed from: Huerta’s dominion, the 
discrepancy between citizenship and suffrage | was still 
greater, while in the territory that fs more er less 
under revolutionary control there was probably no 
pretense of holding an election. 

Since the Mexican constitution requires that at 
least a third of the eligible voters participate in an 
election in order that it may be valid, the result 


“of ‘yesterday's balloting, whatever it may be, will 


doubtiess be declared Void. ‘ ‘ 

This was only to be expected. More than half the 
countty, it is estimated, is in open and successful re- 
volt. against ‘the Huerta regime. Naturally, an elec- 
tion engineered by Huerta would mot command re- 
spect or bestir interest in these distficts. However 
fairly ft might have beer conducted, it would have 
béen considéred “illegal atid ineffectual: in advance. 

Besides this, it was evident from the outset that 
no constitutional election could be held under the 
sway of a specious government that owed its existence 
to a shameful violation of the constitution. Huerta 
has never been the rightful President of Mexico even in 
a provisional sense. He gained his present station 
through treachery and homicide and a wanton disre- 
gard of the simplest principles of good government. 

Within the past few weeks he uas carried his 
audacious policy still further by dispersing the, na- 
tional legislature, imprisoning niore than a hundred 
of its membérs and declaring himself dictator. These 
acts alone would have sufficed to invalidate any or- 
ders he issued and sought to carry out. The Con- 
egress which he put to rout was the legally constitu- 
ted authority to pass upon. the results of the elec- 
tion, to canvass the vote and determine its integ- 
rity. The dictator clearly showed that he did not 
want a legal election. 

From his own standpoint, matters have turned,| 
out just as he desired. Hv. is left in control of the 
de facto government at Mexico City and 1s still the 
main figure on his country’s troubled stage. It 1s 
with him that the revolutionary: leaders must reckon 


-and that other nations must, In a measure at least, 


negotiate. . * 

Dispatches say that he is to issue a decree in- 
creasing the army. to-one hundrd and fifty thousand 
men, a step which the recent Congress forbade him 
Evidently, he is determined to make the 
most of his renewed legacy on power. But it is evi- 
dent, too, that Huerta’s fortunes are fast waning. 
The very fact that the country refused to take seri- 
ous part in an election conducted under his regime 
shows the distrust with which he is generally re- 
garded. . 

So far as the United States and its policies to- 
ward Mexico are concerned, it is well enough that 
Sunday's ‘election. resulted in ‘no choice for a Presi- 
dent to succeed Huerta.

Huerta carries within “himself the germs of his 
own sure destruction, His noisy babble about. in- 
creasing his army’s strength to a hundred and fifty 
thousand men and rapidly forcing the rebellious parts 
of the country into submission will soon die. out. 

If reports are true, his treasury is bankrupt;. he 
has no funds for maintaining the present army on effi- 
cient standards and little hope of holding its loyalty. 
The rpvolutionists are, strategically, in.a far stronger 
-position than he.. They have wrested more than half 
the country from his control. Their’ recent capture 
of Monterey adds to their prestige and force. They 
come much nearer representing the wishes of the 
majority of the Mexican people than does Huerta.

President's Speech at 
Philadelphia Draws Comment 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2% — Political 
Washington today gossiped about Presi- 
dent Wilson's speech at Congress hall, 
Philadelphia, when he declared “If you 
think too much about beliig re-elected it 
1s very difficult to be worth re-electing.” 

Tt was the first utterance that has 
given any intimation of what the presi- 
dent’s thoughts were about a second 
term. Prominent democrats, however, 
familiar with the president's point of 
view, declared that he was not giving 
the slightest concern to anything but the 
four years ahead; that he was intent on 
doing what he thought best and leav- 
ing the judgment of his administration 
to the:country when it was ended 

“I don't care a continental about a sec- 
ond term,” the prealdent is quoted by 
some of his friends as having said not 
long ago. “I have been clected to oné 
job and Imust first do that well.” 

The president's Philadelphia speech in 
many quarters was interpreted as mean- 
ing that many people who had oome 
to Washington “to ask for things,” as 
he phrased it, sought to give the impres- 
sion that on the granting of their re- 
quests depended the political future of 
the administration. 

“It 4s constantly necessary, 
president at Philadelphia, ‘to oome away 
from Washington and renew one’s con- 
tacts with the people who do not swarm 
there, who do not ask for anything and 
who trust you to do your duty without 
their personal counsel. 

Discussing the president's speech, a 
cabinet member today declared it was a 
typical utterance of Mr. Wilson's, that 
the president had a “single track mind” 
and was thinking only of the work be- 
fore him and ‘its accomplishment, and 
not of the political future.

DANIELS WHILE HERE 


Secretary of Navy Says Unit- 
ed States Navy Is Ready to 
Cope With Mexico 


“The Mexican situation can be worked 
out amicably, I believe, but in any event 
we are ready on the sea,~ sald Secretary 
of the Navy Josephus Daniels, member 
of the party aboard President Wilson's 
train that passed through Atlanta Sun- 
day. * 

“We have war vessels now stationed 
at all strategic points,” said the secre- 
tary. 

He demurred’at discussion of the Mex- 


ican situation more in detail. saying that 
it Hes within the province of the state 
department and that Secretary, Bryan 
is authority upon it. 

Mr. Daniels expressed his approval 
of the plan suggested by Winston 
Churchill, first lord of the British ad 
miralty, that the naval powers cea: 
for a time their building of war ve: 
sels. 

“I feel sure that the United States) 
would be glad to enter into an agree- 
ment of this nature with the other 
powers,” said Secretary Daniels. “The 
suggestion follows as a direct sequence 
of Secretary Bryan's policy of peace.” 

The secretary added that he did not 
believe, however, the Churchill sugges- 
tion will affect this country’s immediate 
navai program. 

After luncheon | with 
Sunday, Mr. Daniels said that neither 
he nor Mr. Wilson had arrived at a 
decision regarding the battleship build- 
ing program. Mr. Daniels said that he 
would make no recommendation until he 
could obtain further information from 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo re- 
sarding expected revenues. 

Mr. Daniels is known to favor an 
early trial of the budget system as a 
simplifying process of government ex- 
penditure, and believes that under a 
budget system the question of the naval 
eppropriatior. could be determined more 
easily. 

It is known that President Wilson 
is in sympathy with Secretary Daniels? 
\dea of spending more money afloat and 
Jess on shore equipment, and also favors 
government cwhership of an armor plate 
factory. It is “the hope of Secretary 
Daniels that by economy on land it 
tuay be possible to get three battleships 
without increasing materially the annual 
appropriation. Thus far, however, he 
has not committed himself as to the 
Specific number of battleships he de- 
sires. He intimated that he would 
defer the matter for another week, at 
least, as other important questions

SCHOOL FUND MATTER 
TO BE DECIDED SOON 


Case Involves Right of County 
Boards to Distribute 
School Fund 


Members of every county board of 
education in Georgia, as well as the 
trustees of school districts, are more or 
less interested in the outcome of the 
Heard county case of L, B. Webb et al. 
versus J. 8. Jackson et al. which was 
argued before the state supreme court 
jast week. 

This case involves the right of the 
county board of education to distribute 
the school fund money appropriated to 
it by the state in such manner as its 
best discretion may dictate, In this 
case the school trustees of a certain 
istrict in Heard county are contending 
that under the law the expenditure of 
that part of the school fund allotted to 
their district should be left to them 
without interference from the county 
beard of education. 

The county board of education won 
the decision in the Heard county supe~ 
rior court and it was then that the dis- 
trict trustees took an appeal. This was 
the second time the question had ever 
been raised and_on the former occasion. 
which arose in Dooly county, the lower 
court held with the county board of 
education. 

The various county boards of educa- 
tion are following a ruling made by 
State Superintendent of Schools M. L. 
Brittain in April, 1911. Bvery test of 


this ruling so far brought has  sus- 
»|tained it. Mr, Brittain’s ruling  fol- 
lows: 


“The question presented is whether 
or not the county board of education 
has the right to apportion the state 
school funds as it its Judgment may ap- 
pear just and wise, or whether the 
board is compelled to make this distri- 
bution on a strict per capita basis to 
the various districts after deducting ad- 
ministrative expenses, The law 1s si- 
jJent upon this point. It is specific in 
requiring the distribution of the state 
school funds to the various counties 
and independent or town systems upon 
the per capita basis according to the 
ehildren of school age. The very silence 
of the law with regard to school dis- 
tricts under the general authority of 
the county board of education, in my 
opinion, is proof that the legislature 


the district by the county board of edu- 
cation,” indicates that the right of ap- 
portionment is left to the county boaré, 
it being understood, of course, that the 
funds shall be distributed upon an 
equitable and fair basis Tt sometimes 
happens that a certain school by rea- 
sons of yarious circumstances may re- 
quire less money for maintenance than 
another. The qualification of the teach- 
er, the grade of license, and various 
ether considerations may properly af- 


portion public school funds, and while 
this board should be guided in the dis- 
tribution of the state funds by the gen- 
eral per capita basis of the state, less 
the administrative expenses, this body 
may fix the apportionment for any 
school or district as the circumstances 
may require and as may be for the 
best interests of the district and county 
as a whole.”
